In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Fifty. 

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Ladies'  American  Home-Education  Society 

and  Temperance  Union. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court 
assembled  by  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Sarah  Hayward,  Susan  B.  Holway,  Frances  S.  Kettelle, 
Ruth  Severance,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  cor¬ 
poration,  by  the  name  of  the  “Ladies'  American  Home-Education  Society 
and  Temperance  Union,”  to  he  established  in  Boston,  in  the  County  of  Suf¬ 
folk,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Home  and  a  school,  to  aid  in  the 
support  and  education  of  indigent  youth,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges, 
and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  the 
forty-fourth  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  receive  and  take  by  purchase,  grant, 
devise,  bequest,  or  donation,  any  real  or  personal  property,  and  hold  the  same 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  may  manage  and  dispose  of  the  same  accord¬ 
ing  to  their  discretion,  provided  that  the  whole  amount  of  real  and  personal 
property  held  and  possessed  by  the  said  corporation  shall  not  exceed  in 
value  at  any  one  time  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars.

AN  ACT 

TO  CHANGE  THE  NAME  OF  THE  “LADIES'  AMERICAN  HOME-EDUCATION 

Society  and  Temperance  Union.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  Court 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  “Ladies’  American  Home  Education  Society  and  Tem¬ 
perance  Union,”  a  corporation  established  in  Boston,  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  two  hundred  and  eleven  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty,  shall  he  known  as  the  “Nickerson  Home  for  Children,”  on  and 
after  the  first  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  March  11,  1880. 


FORM  OF  A  BEQUEST. 

I,  A.  B.,  do  give  and  bequeath  to  the  “Nickerson  Home  for  Children. 
the  sum  of  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 

Institution,  to  he  applied  by  the  Board  of  Managers  thereof  to  the  general 
object  of  the  Home.  And  I  do  direct  that  a  receipt,  signed  by  the  President 
and  Treasurer  shall  be  a  sufficient  discharge. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Art.  1.  This  Home  shall  be  called  the  Nickerson  Home  for  Children. 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  a  home  for  destitute  children,  es¬ 
pecially  half  orphans,  when  their  homes  are  suddenly  broken  up  by  death, 
where  they  can  enjoy  all  the  comforts  of  a  well-regulated  family,  and  be  in¬ 
structed,  not  only  physically,  but  intellectually  and  religiously.  For  the 
privilege  of  such  a  home,  a  small  board  will  be  required,  which,  although  not 
enough  for  the  child’s  support,  will  serve  to  give  to  parents  the  feeling  that 
he  or  she  is  doing  what  they  can  for  the  support  of  their  little  ones.  A 
limited  number  of  children,  which  will  be  increased  as  our  means  shall  per¬ 
mit,  will  be  admitted  to  the  Home  free  of  charge.  Parents  or  friends  may 
visit  the  children  at  the  Home,  or  may  remove  them  from  it  whenever  their 
circumstances  will  warrant  their  assuming  their  children’s  support. 

Art.  3.  Any  person  paying  one  dollar  annually  shall  be  a  member.  The 
payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  at  one  time,  shall  constitute  a  life  mem¬ 
bership. 

Art.  4.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President  and  Vice-Presi¬ 
dents,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Auditors,  and  sixteen  Managers,  one  of  whom 
shall  officiate  as  Librarian.  Five  shall  be  chosen  annually  as  Trustees,  ol 
whom  the  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  constitute  a  part.  At 
any  regular  meeting  convened,  any  number  of  the  Officers  and  Managers  pres¬ 
ent  may  be  competent  to  proceed  with  the  business  in  thirty  minutes  after 
the  appointed  hour,  and  five  may  constitute  a  quorum. 

Art.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  in  concurrence  with  the 
Committee,  to  call  all  special  meetings,  and  to  preside  at  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  each  of  which  is  to  be  opened  with  prayer.  In  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  the  President,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall  preside. 

Art.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of  Managers  ;  and  at  each  meeting  fot 
business  she  shall  read  the  record  of  the  last  preceding  meeting.  She  shall, 
on  special  occasions,  notify  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  shall  assist  in  any 
other  duties  the  Board  of  Managers  may  assign. 

Art.  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  the  money  received  and 
expended,  and  shall  present  the  bills  due  against  the  Qome  at  each  meeting 
of  the  Board,  to  be  approved  by  them  and  signed  by  the  President.  She  shall 
make  a  written  report  annually  to  the  Managers.  Such  assistance  shall  b<» 
allowed  to  the  Treasurer  in  collecting  of  funds,  keeping  of  books,  etc.,  as  the 
Board  of  Managers  shall  deem  expedient. 

Art.  8.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
held  the  first  Thursday  in  January,  at  3  o’clock,  P.  M.,  when  the  officers  shah 
be  chosen  once  in  five  years  ;  but  the  office  of  each  lady  will  only  be  held  by 
the  faithful  fulfilment  of  their  official  duties.  An  Annual  Report  of  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  presented,  the  report  from  the  Board  of 
Managers  read,  vacancies  upon  the  Board  filled,  and  such  other  business 
transacted  as  may  come  before  them.  Meetings  of  the  Managers  are  holden 
at  3  o’clock,  P.  M.,  on  the  first  Thursday  of  every  month  ;  Quarterly  Meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  first  Thursday  of  October,  January,  April 
and  July,  at  10  o’clock,  A.  M.,  at  the  Home. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  some  one  or  two  of  the  Trustees  to  meet 
weekly  or  oftener  at  the  Home,  to  see  that  suitable  provision  is  made  for  the 
support  and  instruction  of  the  family,  and  to  take  charge  of  the  financial 
affairs  generally  pertaining  to  the  Home ;  to  transact  business,  so  far  as 
practicable,  with  individuals  who  may  wish  to  place  children  under  the  pat¬ 
ronage  of  the  Home,  together  with  other  important  daily  visits  made  at  the 
Home,  which  require  to  be  recorded  and  promptly  reported  at  the  meetings  ot 
the  Board  of  Managers  for  their  action. 

Art.  10.  Amendments  may  be  made  to  this  Constitution  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  present  at  the  Annual  Meeting.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SECRETARY. 

I 


As  the  Christmas  “Joy  Bells”  have  rung  out  the  old  and 
brought  in  the  New  Year,  1906,  so  would  we,  as  Managers 
of  the  Nickerson  Home  for  Children,  in  the  spirit  of  Christian 
enthusiasm  send  out  our  annual  message  to  the  friends  and 
patrons  of  our  Home. 

The  year  that  has  passed  has  brought  to  some  of  those  per¬ 
sonally  interested  in  the  work  slight  obstacles  to  effort,  in  the 
way  of  impaired  health.  This  has  caused  temporary  absence 
from  the  field  of  laboi;;  but  the  spirit  of  hearty  co-operation 
in  everything  which  makes  for  the  general  good  of  those  com¬ 
mitted  to  our  care  has  never  been  absent  from  our  midst, 
because  loving  words  of  cheer  have  been  sent  to  us  from  time 
to  time  by  those  who  have  been  unavoidably  detained  from  the 
monthly  meetings. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  met  its  numerous  obligations, 
from  month  to  month,  with  a  wise  and  purposeful  spirit — 
calling  to  its  aid  both  tact  and  discrimination  in  the  bestowal 
of  the  funds  placed  in  its  hands. 

The  problem  which  faces  us  now  is  the  increase  of  homeless 
children  in  our  midst.  What  shall  we  do  with  them?  To 
house,  feed  and  clothe  them  requires  money,  and  it  is  for 
this  reason  that  we  appeal  to  the  public,  to  help  us  in  our 
self-appointed  task  of  caring  for  the  outcast! 

Our  Superintendent,  Mrs.  Lola  Holway,  is  just  the  same 
cheery  person  as  when  she  first  came  to  our  Home.  No  dis¬ 
couragements  daunt  her !  She  is  truly  a  mother  to  the  home¬ 
less  ones  committed  to  her  care.  May  she  go  forward  in  the 
good  work  feeling  that  she  has  back  of  her  the  sympathy  and 
good  will  of  those  who  place  such  a  great  responsibility  in 
her  hands ! 
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ITS  INMATES. 

Nearly  ninety  children  have  been  cared  for  during  the  year. 

Some  are  admitted  temporarily  as  an  accommodation  to 
parent  or  guardian.  With  few  exceptions  the  little  ones  have 
been  in  good  health.

One  child,  who  was  invited  to  Hopkinton  for  his  vacation, 
was  taken  ill  with  epileptic  fits.  Every  attention  was  given 
to  him  by  the  kind  friends  who  had  him  in  charge;  but  he 
passed  away  suddenly. 

DONATIONS. 

The  Old  South  Guild  has  still  a  hand  in  the  good  work  at 
the  Home,  remembering  the  children  with  a  substantial  gift  in 
money. 

Easter  offerings  in  the  form  of  $9.00  were  received  from 
Mrs.  Auryanson’s  Sunday-school  class  at  Newtonville. 

Easter  cards  were  given  to  the  children  by  the  Rev.  D.  W. 
Waldron. 

The  “Home  Club”  gave  thirty-eight  dollars,  which  was  used 
in  buying  bed  linen  for  the  dormitories. 

Another  substantial  gift  in  the  form  of  twenty-four  sheets 
was  added  to  our  “household  stuff”  by  the  Home  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Congregational  Church,  Newton  Highlands. 

For  these  useful  gifts  as  well  as  for  the  services  of  Dr. 
Patterson — dentist — we  are  truly  grateful. 

Mr.  Alfred  Pierce  has  not  omitted  his  generous  contribution 
of  germ  meal,  which  supplies  the  table  with  a  wholesome  and 
palatable  breakfast  food. 

There  were  many  dainties  as  well  as  substantials  sent  in 
to  the  Home  from  Ferguson’s  Bakery. 

Mr.  Isaac  Locke  of  the  Faneuil  Hall  Market  sent  the  chil¬ 
dren  many  toothsome  delicacies  in  the  line  of  fruit.  The  vege¬ 
tables  added  variety  to  the  daily  bill  of  fare. 

Mr.  Aldrich  of  Cobb,  Aldrich  &  Co.  gave  fruit  and  wood. 

The  donations  for  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  from  the 
markets  were  expressed  to  us  by  Mr.  G.  B.  Howard,  Clinton 
Market.  This  thoughtful  remembrance,  as  well  as  the  use  of 
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the  telephone  for  the  year,  by  Mr.  Sullivan  of  the  firm  of 
Sullivan  &  Callahan,  plumbers,  we  would  gratefully  acknowl¬ 
edge. 

The  Second  Unitarian  Church  again  invited  the  children  to 
the  Christmas-tree  celebration.  The  evergreen  boughs  were 
laden  with  dolls,  toys,  candy  and  popcorn  balls,  which  were 
kindly  distributed  to  the  little  people,  who  waited  with  eager 
attention  for  the  pretty  illusion  to  vanish  from  their  wonder¬ 
ing  gaze.
